Fox", Fleming Tynes was born about 17590 eithes in Virginia or 
North Carolina, but possibly in Bermuda where the Tynes family 
had been well known as seafarers and shipbuilders since the mid | 
1606's. 

His father, William Tynes, settled in the rts county ‘of 

* South Carolina a short time before the Revolution and was prob- 
ably a son cf Capt. Samuel Tynes of Bermuda, who apparently 
settled in upland South Carolina on land granted in 1744. 

Being a young man of modest means, Fleming Tynes chose to 
eppose the crown ane cast his lot with Marion to rid South Caro~ 
lina of English influence. His brother, Col. Samuel Tynes, who 
was older and more affluent, chose ta remain loyal to the King 
and .as a.consequence served under Lord Cornwallis and Sir Henry. 
Ciinton, He was frequently in skirmisnes with Marion and his 
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.troops--and, of course with his brother Fleming Tynes. Col. 
Samuel Tynes was captured and released by Marion's troops more 
than once. He survived the war but lost his wealth and property 
when it was confiscated. 

Public records in South Carolina show that about 1864 
Fleming Tynes assisted Col. Samuel Tynes, who was in a financial 
crisis. Perhaps the bitterness of the war was still rampant and 
they soon moved away from thet area, Fleming Tynes to Liberty 
County, Ga., and later (about 1812) to the Louisiana-Mississippi 
area. Col. Samuel Tynes moved to Campbell County, Va.. Some 
of his descendants still live in various parts of Virginia. 

Fleming Tynes obtained land in 1813 in East Feliciana Parish, 
La., and lived on Little Beaver Creek near the Amite River. He 
died in’ 1829 and is buried in the Jackson-Clinton area. He left 
at least six daughters: Laura, who married Henry Castello; Mary 
Amanda, who married first Sampson E. Ball and second John G. 
McKnight; Carszanda, who married John M. Tescott; Elizabeth who 
married first Watson Boone and second Thomas T. Lucas; Ann Eliza, 
who married Robert Pool; and Martha, who married William Pool. 

They were the ancestors of the famous Poole brothers who 
wer football stars at Ole Miss. These Pools were originally 
known as Pettipool or Pettypool but shertened the name to Pool 
and later added the e at the end of the name. 

Sons of Fleming Tynes were Fleming Tynes Jr., born 1779, 
died 1830. He settled at Sandy Hook, Miss., and has numerous 
descendants in the Bogalusa area. He married Jane Warren, 1786- 
1859. Both are buried in the Warren Cemetery, Sandy Hook, Miss. 
near the graves of Jane's parents John Warren, a Revolutionary 
soldier, and his wife. Other sons were Minor Tynes, 1787-1826, 
who married Elizabeth Doughty and who is buried in the area of 
Monticello, Miss.. The youngest son was Anson Tynes, who was 
born around 1860 and died aroundl1850. He lived in the area of 
Baton Rouge and married Elizabeth Holston. 

“Possible other sons of Fleming Tynes and his wife, who

WADSWORTH 


In 1732 two Wadsworth brothers landed in Carolina. At 
that time Carolina had not been divided into two states. As 
the nation opened the more western sections, the two brothers 
separated and one went into the more northern parts and the 
other into the south. It is said that every Wadsworth in the 
country today is related to one of these two men. 

The time of John A. Wadsworth's arrival in the West Florida 
Parishs is unknown, but he was the first judge of Washington
